Your business is not only not legitimate 
but it is a curse to every business lhal 
is. Kvery dime- you take from your 
victims is just that much robbed from 
the grocer, Ihe shoemaker, the butch- 
er, the baker and the dry goods mer- 
chant, It is that much lakcn from the 
wealth of the world and worse than 
wasted, for it not only goes for nothing, 
but it destroys the power of product- 
ion m the man using it. It is a robber 
of the community in a double sense. 
You are not only absorbing the pro- 
ceeds of labor, but yoii are destroying 
labor itself. 


The drunkard not only does not 


consume, but under your manipula- 
tion he ceases to produce. 
Your use 


of him ends with his incapacity for la- 
bor, and after you have deprived him of 
the power to labor, you turn him and 
those dependent on him over to the 
general public to support, and look 
about for new paupers to take his 
place.
